FIGURES SHOW RESULTS ARE WIDESPREAD 


All Phases of City’s Life 


How the Community Chest and its 
associated agencies in the last year 


‘touched every cranny of Atlanta’s 


life, seeking to fill the human need of 


every unfortunate, to develop the cit- 
izens of the future, to fulfill the com- 


‘munity’s obligations in the field o 
‘social welfare, is told in figures com- 


piled in preparation for the forthcom- 
ing campaign for public support of 
the chest agencies. 

Among those agencies in the field 
of human relief and friendly service, 
there was one—the Family Welfare 
society—which had under care 1,827 
families of 9,135 individuals, who 
were assisted toward a more normal 
life of independent existence through 
material relief and_ rehabilitation. 
Trained workers of this society made 
15.375 visits to families to adjust dif- 
ficulties. 

Another, the Tuberculosis associa- 
tion, held 1,164 clinics, treating 2,126 
cases, made 9,965 visits to homes of 


patients, and conducted health educa- | 1.991 


tion in schools reaching 38,000 chil- 
dren. 

The Atlanta chapter of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross, which operates in con- 
nection with the-chest, served 2,348 
disabled ex-service men with relief 
for their families and aid in securing 
their rights from the government, and 
made 2,234 visits to their homes. It 
reached 380 persons with first aid and 
life saving courses, and 359 in classes 
in home hygiene and care of the sick. 
Junior Red Cross enrolled thousands 
of children in life and service activi- 
ties. 

The DeKalb county chapter of the 
Red Cross gave relief and service to 
565 needy families in DeKalb county. 
and aided 156 ex-service men and 
their families. 

In its family welfare department, 
the Federation of Jewish Charities 
aided 176 families and 116 homeless 
men. In its free loan department, 49 
loans, totalling $7.500, were mage to 
small merchants, launching many of 
these on a substantial stard to inde- 
pendence. ~The Morris Hirach clinic 
of this organization treated 3,600 pa- 
tients, and the Jewish Educational al- 
liance gave supervised recreation to 
more than 1,000 boys and girls. 


Salvation Army Aid. 


The Salvation Army, 
agency associated with the Cemmu- 
nity Chest, relieved 5,126 persdns in 
1.365 families, with 137,500 peunds 
of coal distributed, 724 zgarmenta gi 


en, and Christmas dinners 


for 735 families. Temporary aid and 
lodging were given to 1,156 transient 
men by this agency, and at its emer- 
gency home for women and children, 
196 women and 128 children were giv- 
en temporary care, including 20,300 
meals. Medical attention was given to 
301, postions were found for 70, and 
138 were returned to homes or 
friends. 

The Travelers Aid society assisted 
39,767 persons entering or leaving the 
city, giving direction, service and in- 
formation, protecting unwary girls, 
and returning runaways. The service 
rendered by this organization, it may 
easily be seen, was in many cases ef- 
fective in preventing disaster. 

Milk was supplied by the West 
Point Milk depot to 653 destitute 
families with children. 

Employment was found for 6.765 
applicants by the Community Enm- 
ployment service. 

The Atlanta Legal Aid _ society 
handled 586 cases of litigation for 
destitute clients, including 83 cases of 
non-support and desertion. 

In the institutions for children’s 
care and welfare operated as agencies 
of the Community Chest, the work 
reported for the year constituted a 
record of vast constructive service. 
One of these gave a total of 28,244 
days’ care to 78 homeless. destitnte. 
or orphaned children. Another Pave 
29,660 days’ care to 129 children with 
an average of 79 in the home during 


temporary periods when their homes 


were disrupted through poverty, sick- 
ness or distress. 

Another gave 21,900 days’ care to 
an average of 65 children in the insti- 
tution and financial aid to 75 chil- 
dren in their own homes. 


Many Agencies Work. 


Still another served 302 families in 
which 1.296 children were involved. 
During the year 93 children were tak- 
en under care, 24 of them for perma- 
nent placement in foster homes, the 
others for longer or shorter periods 
during some family trouble. 

Another children’s agency gave to 
354 babies 74,198 days’ care in three- 
day nurseries while their mothers were 
at work, These children were given 
health examinations, clinic treatment 
and nourishing lunches. 

Another gave 21,916 days’ care to 
61 destitute and orphaned negro chil- 
dren. 

Still another gave home care and 
training to 62 negro orphaned or de- 
pendent girls for a total of 21,12: 

ays. 

Another Chest agency gave 37,744 
days’ care to a daily average of 120 
negro children in three-day nurseries. 

The work of the chest’s agencies in 
which individuals found shelter and 
kindly care is a record of human serv- 
ice no less appealing than that of the 
other branches. 

One of these gave 24,119 days of

One of these service agencies, the 
Safety Council, carried on an all-year 
program of accident prevention in the 
schools, homes and on the _ streets, 
working with school authorities, 
parent-teacher associations, women’s 
clubs, city officials and commercial or- 
ganizations. 

Another service agency promoted 
legislation for the protection of under- 
privileged children, organized a state 
conference of social work, and pro- 
moted cooperation between state and 
social agencies. 

Legal aid and community leadership 
were extended to negro communities. 
Extensive additions to sewerage facil- 


itres were obtained, largely in negro | 
districts, but promoting the health of | 
the entire community. Observance of | 
Negro Health week was promoted | 
throughout the state. Successful ef- | 
forts to avert threatened mob violence 
and active educational work conducted |

Conditions of cruelty affecting 2,231 | 
animals were investigated and correct- , 
ed by the Atlanta Humane society, an- | 
other agency of the chest. 

Still another agency trained 375 
negro students in social and commun- 
ity problems and prepared 15 negro 
students for social work among their 
own people. 

A study of health and housing con- 
ditions among the negro population 
was made, and substantial and ef- 
fective assistance in improving condi- 
tions was given. 

It is for continuance and extension 
of this program of helpfulness and 
constructive purposes that public sup- 
port of the Community Chest will be 
asked in the campaign which begins 
October 21 and in which it is planned 
to present the message of the chest 
and the opportunity to give before 
every person, certainly every wage- ; 
earner, in Atlanta.

Freight Rate Revisions in South 
Being Sought To Bring About Lower 
Rates Generally, Declares Henry 


Editor Constitution: During the 
government operation of the railroads 
freight rates were increased 25 per 
cent and passenger rates not at all, 
while railroad operating expenses 


arere more than doubled. When the 


gds were turned back to private 
operation in 1920 an increase in rates 
was absolutely necessary to keep the 
transportation system of the nation 
solvent and on its feet, and the in- 
terstate commerce commission granted 
such an increase, ranging from 25 to 
40 per cent in the various rate-mak- 
ing territories into which the country 
is divided. In the south it was 25 
per cent. : 

The fact that there was such an In- 
crease is well and widely known. The 
fact that practically all the increase 
has since been whittled away, little 
by little, through adjustments and re- 
ductions, is known hardly at all. And 
yet the nation’s freight bill last year 
was some $730,000,000 less than it 
would have been had the business 
moved at the average rate prevailing 


in 1921.

most without publie notice. Had 
1926 business moved at 1921 rates 
the southern railroads would have 
collected $750,000,000 in freight reve- 
nue. instead of the %660,000.000 ac- 
tually eollected. The difference, 
$90.000,000 or 12 per cent of the 
1921 amount. measures the net reduc- 
freight rates in the 
south during the past six years 
through the gradual process of ad- 
justment. 

The process is still going on, too, 
and in more than nine-tenths of the 
eases is working in the direction of 
reduction in rates. It is unfortunate

For fifty years agriculture in the 


cotton south has evolved backwards 


for the farmers instead of forward. 
These facts ean neither be denied nor 
condoned. That great manufacturing 
industries have been built and fos- 
tered to prosperity in this country 


and Europe by an expansion of grow-| tio 


ing cotton in the cotton states there 
is ample history. 

But it has been done at a terrible 
sacrifice of the millions of growers 
who bave expended their blood and 
treasure in the unprofitable field of 
cotton production. 

Rebuilding the fertility of the worn 
soils and rehabilitating the rural life 
of the growers is a problem which 
must command the best thought and 
an change of methods by the farmers 


as can be economically 

fertilized and: which, under nor- 
mal weather conditions, can be 
pended upon to insure at least one- 
half to two-thirds of a bale per acre. 

The average yield of lint cottom per 
acre this season is about 150 pounds 
or a bale to « little more than three 
acres. There is no profit to the 
farmer in growing cotton under such 
conditions and at present prices. 

High and profitable prices for ineffi- 
cient farming will never be paid to 
the farmers by the cotton consuming 
world. 

This is an age of economic produc- 
tion in all lines of industry and those 
who refuse to meet the demands of the 
times in which they live will be forced 
to pay the penalty in disappointment 
and failure. 

It is not now and never has been 
so much the acreage planted to cotton 
on each farm that should be the guide 
of the growers, but the average yields 
per acre under efficient farming 
methods and lowered cost of produc-

For children this objection to 
wool underwear applies particularly. 
because the heat producing capacity

The city P.-T. A. family service 
committee performs its best functions 
best by having all cases of needy 
chitdr reperted to it and then tak- 
ing the following siepx: (1) Calling 
up fhe trained welfare worker in the 
community in the associated charities 
or in the family welfare agency. {2) 
Asking if the welfare worker already 
knows the family. (3) If the wel- 
fare worker knows the family. find 
out what the B.-T. A. welfare com- 
mittee can do to help work out @ solu- 
tien in the family troubles. (4) If 
the family is not khown to th: wel- 
fare: worker. then ask advice as to 
what should be done. The welfare 
worker will probably visit the family 
and then confer. with the committee 
as to possible ways of the committee 
cooperating in helping the family. 

Unfortunately, few rural counties

TLANTA, like other cities, has a trafic problem 
largely because the street-users have out- 
grown the street space. Roadways built in 1890 
are not an inch wider today, and modern traffic 
leaves them sadly unable to carry their load. 
Cities grow larger, but streets only grow older— 
and congested traffic is the certain result. 
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Indeed, traffic could hardly move at all if so 
much of it did not move through the space given 
over to car tracks. In large cities, 75 per cent of 
all the street-users are transported by street cars. 
A street car occupying 400 square feet of road- 
way can carry 100 passengers— each passenger 
occupying four square feet of the street area.

Girl’s Murder and Fleeing of Youth 
Never Solved— Affair S:m'tar to 
Famous Chester Gillette Case 


a Q HE luck that frequently comes 
eran to the aid of the murderer 
helped Erdman Olson tre- 
mendously after his sweet- 
heart, Clara Olson, disap- 
peared. Clara, soon to he- 
come a mother, left her home Sep- 
tember 9, last year, leaving a note 
that she was going away tor a while 
and not to worry. Her family heard 
no more from her. And when suspi- 
cion began to point toward the boy 
who had wronged her, he too, disap- 
peared. 

Seventeen days intervened between 
the disappearance of the girl and the 
disappearance of Olson. And it was 
not until more than two months later 
that the body of the young woman 
was tound in a shallow grave not far 
from Olson’s home, 

Upon the body the authorities 
found a letter from the boy, detailing 
instructions where to meet him the 
night she vanished. The girl left her 
home believing that she was going 
away with Olson to be married. © Jus- 
tice believes the letter was a lure and 
a delusion, that the boy plotted to do 
away with her so that he might be 
tree of the consequences of his errors. 

Olson has never been found.

The murder of Miss Clara Olson 
a tew weeks before she was to have 
a haby, and the disappearance of her 
sweetheart, Erdman Olson, recalls the 
famous Chester Gillette case which 
Theodore Dreiser developed into his 
powerful novel, “‘An American Trag- 
egy.” 

In the Gillette case the body of a 
girl was found floating in a desolate 
lake. It developed that she was 
Grace Brown, a pretty factory work- 
er, and she had been nearing mother- 
hood. Her sweetheart, young Gil- 
ette, was arrested, tried and convict- 
ed, the prosecution proving that he 
had slain the girl to get her out of the 
way so that he might marry another. 
He was electrocuted. 

In the Olson case the body of Clara 
was found buried in a shallow grave 
near the home of her sweetheart, Erd- 
man Olson, some weeks after she had 
disappeared, apparently to keep a 
tryst with him. A letter found on the 
body told much of the story but still 
left a great deal veiled in mystery. 

This mystery has never been clear- 
ed up. Erdman Olson vanished sev- 
enteen days after Clara was last seen. 
Before he vanished he remarked that 
he would ‘‘be a fool 
to wait for the sher- 

iff.’ He has never 
been seen again. 

And Justice has 
no clew whatsoever 
to his whereabouts. 

The scene its laid 
in and about Prairie 
du Chien, Wis., and 
the principals in the 
tragedy are this boy 
and girl — Erdman 
Olson, {8-year-old 
son of Albert Olson, 
a well-to-do tobacco 
planter, and Clara 
Olson, 22, one of 
the nine children o° 
Christ f 4son, 
farmer. 

Erdman and Clari. 
who were, inciden 
tally, in no way fr. 
lated to each other, met at a church 
social in the Spring of 1925 and their 
affair progressed as such affairs so 
often do. The people of the commu- 
nitv saw them frequently together 
and took for granted that they were 
sweethearts and would one day mar- 
ry. There was of course lots of time 
tor that—Erdman was still only a 
boy.

does not wait until one grows up. 
Had the boy been older they would 
probably have married, but at this 
time he was still in school, attending 
Gale college at Galesville.

But Christ Olson did not think that. 
He reiterated his suspicions and then 
Swore out a warrant for the arrest of 
the youth on a charge of murder. An 
unusual procedure in view of the fact 
that there was still no evidence of 
murder, so far as the authorities 
knew.

‘Erdman could never have gotten 
the girl, killed her and buried her and 
driven home after he left the dance 
near midnight and still have reached 
home at 1:15,” said the boy’s father. 
“And if so his clothing would have 
showed it. There was no sign of mud

or disarray on his clothes or on the 
ca." 

But there was no evidence yet that 
the girl had been slain during the’in- 
terval between the boy’s departure 
from the dance and his arrival home. 
And Christ Olson gave out a state- 
ment that Erdman had appeared at 
the farm in his car the night the girl 
disappeared. He had believed, he 
said, that they were to be married and 
that the girl would remain away until 
the baby was born. 

Albert Olson made public a letter 
he had received from his son. The 
boy had wrilten: 

“Christ Olson claims that he has 
absolute proof that | know where she 
is and I haven’t the least idea of her 
location. | cooked up a story that 
she was in St. Paul and that I would 
have to have some time to get her 
back here. 

“lL am leaving tonight 
for some place where no 
one knows . . . Life is 
sweet and hard to~ part 
with, but I] say this, that I 
would ‘rather take death 
than captivity. 

‘Some time I may write 
to you, but I can’t say that 

you will ever see me again, un- 

less it may be in a coffin, 
‘These people cannot prove 
/ anything, although they will 
try. Good-by and God bless 

u all. You have not failed as pa- 
rents, but I failed as a son.’’

The father said he would stick by 
his son, confident that he was inno- 
cent of the charge. He 
insisted the boy could not 
have been responsible for 
Clara’s condition, holding 
that he had been away to 
school all the previous 
spring. He said he had spent 
money freely on his son and 
once had obtained his rein- 
Statement after the boy had 
heen suspended for taking part 
In an escapade. 

The college authorities and fellow 
students of the missing youth could 
give the authorities little help. Erd- 
man had been quiet and aloof and 
rather backward in his studies, said 
the professors.

It carried 500 kilograms or 1,102.31 
pounds of sand, 1,222 gallons of gas- 
oline and 120 gallons of lubricating 
oil. Nota gallon of fuel was left in 
the tanks when the plane came down 
with a dead stick at the conclusion of 
the world record flight.

The Wandering Minstrel. 


STRAKHAN accorded us but 

a poor reception. I had de- 

picted the town to myself as 

something out of the or- 

dinary. The very name 

seemed to promise marvels. 
To my surprise, I found it worse, in 
external appearance, than Kazan, 
and my very first-view of it was 
enough to recall me from the ecstatic 
frame of mind induced by the voyage 
down the Volga. 

leaving my father on the quay my 
mother and I went to look for lodg- 
ing. The sandy streets were like a 
furnace, and the stone-built houses 
threw off the heat as though they 
breathed it out. Fish scales glittered 
everywhere, and the smell of fish, 
both fresh and dried, was all-perva- 
sive. We soon found a little two- 
roomed hovel, which we-rented for 
two roubles. It was hidden in the 
corner of a big courtyard which was 
very dirty and where the flies were 
so numercus that one thought they 
must be manufactured there for ex- 
port. . 

The next day I went with my fa- 
ther to look for work. We called at 
ottices and shops, in fact, wherever 
we could get the door open. Every- 
where we were received very polite- 
lv and kindly, and everywhere we 
were told to ‘‘make written applica- 
tion for employment.” 

| believe I sent in some scores of 
written applications to various offi- 
cial departments and personages, but 
to this day I have never had a single 
reply. We had no money, and we 
quietly, but none.the less surely, 
Sturved. The taciturn steadfastness 
of my mother, the stubborn firmness 
with which she contended with pov- 
erty and need, astounded me. 
Among our Russian women we have 
such singular characters, who all their 
lives struggle tirelessly against their 
bitter necessities without hope of 
overcoming them, ~ bearing  fate’s 
blows Without complaint and with a 
martyr’s courage. My mother was of 
their race. She began once more to 
bake and sell pirajgi—pastry filled 
with fish or berries. How I longed 
to eat half dozen of those pastries! 
But my mother guarded them as a 
miser does his treasure, never even 
permitting so much as a fly to alight 
on them. One cannot live by selling 
pastry in the street. Later mymother 
got work at washing dishes on the 
steamers, and used to bring home 
remnants of food of various kinds; 
bones with a little meat still adher- 
ing to them, scraps of cutlets, fowls, 
or fish, bits of bread. That did not 
happen very often, however. We 
just starved. | 

| was walking in the fields one day 
with my father, when he suddenly 
sank to the ground. 

“! can go no further,” he said. 

I knew that his weakness was the 
result of hunger. I sat down on the 
ground beside him for a long time, 
overwhelmed with a boundless de- 
spair. Whatever was to be done? 
Somehow or other I got my father 
to our refuge in the town, and then 
went alone to a shrine and began to 
pray to God with bitterest tears. 

My voice was of some assistance 
fo me, for it was now gradually be- 
coming a baritone. I began to sing 
at a church, where I was paid a rou- 
ble and a hali for an all-night liturgy. 

There was a pleasure-garden at As- 
trakhan called the “Arcadia.” I went 
there and inquired whether I could 
not be taken on in the chorus.

I did not go back to the the- 
ater, and in my anger at my father, 
resolved to go away to Nijhny Nov- 
gorod, to the fair. 

My father and mother decided that 
it would perhaps be better if I were 
to go away; there would be one 
mouth less to feed, and there was no 
visible benefit from my presence. So 
| soon found myself once more on 
a Steamer, this time a tugboat which 
hauled a number of barges. On hol- 
idays the sailors on the barges sanz 
songs and played the accordeon and 
women in gaudy skirts danced. It 
was a Careless, merry life. As I could 
sing folksongs, the sailors welcomed 
me among them and took a egr2at 
fancy to me. I ate and drank with 
them. 

The tug changed its contingent of 
barges. Again there were fresh sail- 


legs were giving away under me, as 
though I had been beaten with the 
Shaft of a cart. 

Besides the flour, the barges took 
on board watermelons, and when we 
left Samara the work was:lighter, and 
Il was consequently more cheerful. A 
man with a long pointed beard, who 
was in charge of us, made us unload 
watermelons at almost every quay we 
came to. For this work | got twenty 
copecks and a couple of watermelons. 
That was splendid; I bought five co- 
pecks worth of bread and ate it with 
the melons, and swelled up so much 
in consequence that I felt like a well- 
to-do tradesman. 

We came at length to Kazan. Leav- 
ing my belongings in charge of a clerk 
on the steamer, I went ashore early 
in the morning to call on a friend. 

My friend greeted me with glee. In 
the evening we looked up two other 
old comrades, and went to an inn, 
where we played billiards, and where 
| got intoxicated for the first time in 
my life, in honor of the ‘“‘joyful re- 
union with my friends.”” When we 
got out into the street again we be- 
came mixed up in a row with a night 
watchman, who of course got the 
worst of it, but his fellows came to 
his assistance and overwhelmed us. 
We were arrested and taken to the 
police station. I was younger than 
any of my friends, but proved myself 
a greater ruffian than they. I spoke 
impertinently to the police officer in 
charge of the station, swore, and al- 
together behaved horribly. 

My conduct brought about its nat- 
ural consequences; instead of being 
content with drawing up a record of 
the incident in writing and locking us 
up till we were sober, the police of- 
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ficer summoned two soldiers, who be- 
labored us for all they were worth 
and then pushed us into the street. 

I cannot say that ] remember these 
doings with pleasure, but conscience 
forbids me to be silent about them. I 
spem the night at my friend’s house. 
He asked his mother, a good pious 
woman, who went at five o’clock 
every morning to hear the first litur- 
gy, to wake me up. My steamer was 
due to leave at seven in the morning. 

Naturally I overslept myself, al- 
though the good woman woke me up 
as She had promised. The steamer 
took its departure, and incidentally 
went off with all my belongings; my 
treasured copy of Beranger’s poems, 
a trio “Christ is Risen,’’ which I had 
composed, in violet ink, and every- 
thing else that 1 set store by. 

I remained at my friend’s home in 
Kazan. He had no objection, but his 
pious mother forthwith began to

Almost breathless with 
elation, he strode through the big 
gate and up the road toward the dis- 
tant Carpathians that still barred the 
promised land. 

The winter here in the lowland was 
temperate, the thermometer at zero. 
Unimpeded in the trodden snow, he 
stepped fast all morning, all day, 
pausing only iwice to gorge himself 
at village taverns. The next morn- 
ing, at a small city, he set out in a 
hired sleigh behind three carefully 
selected horses.

OU look upon the portrait of 
Jesus in the Gospel. There fol- 
low results which do not belong to 
' any great personal- 
ity. You began to 
make investigation 
as to what you 
shall think of 
Christ. The ques- 
tion soon becomes 
reversed and you 
begin to ask what 
Christ thinks of 
you. You ask the 
question of Pilate: 
“What shall I do 
then with Jesus 
who is called the 
Christ.” 

The question is 
soon reversed and you ask, ‘‘What 
will Jesus do with me?” 

Jesus as a fact of history becomes 
a fact of conscience, and then @# fact 
of experience. This conscious spir- 
itual experience is the Christian life 
with the power that belongs to life. 

The life of the seed is the power 
which transforms the soil into flow- 
ers and fruit. 

Christianity is primarily a life and 
spiritual life is spiritual power. It was 
Mr. Huxley who said: “I protest that 
if some great power would agree. to 
always make me think what is true 
and do what is right on condition of 
being turned into a sort of clock and 
wound up every morning, | would in- 
Stantly close with the offer.” This 
picture of a hard dry mechanical 
power is not the Christian power. The 
Christian power is life, fellowship, ex- 
perience. Even in human relations 
Our weaknesses are immensely 
Strengthened by fellowship with the 
purest and strongest among men. In 
the presence of some people we are 
at our best. 

Fellowship with Jesus Christ is our 


life and power. St. John gives the 
secret of this power “Abide in me and 
|! in you.” St. Paul corroborates the 
same secret of power. ‘‘Thanks be to 
God who always leads us in triumph 
in Christ.” 

“The mightiest moral dynamic in 
the world is fellowship with the all- 
conquering personality of Christ.”’ 

Through life in Christ we have the 
motive power for reaehing the sub- 
lime and unearthly ideal which Jesus 
sets before us. According to Harry 
Emerson Fosdick: ‘‘The _ historic 
Jesus has opened to men hitherto un- 
known resources of spiritual power. 
Wherever Jesus has gone there new 
power has come into the hearts of 
man. ‘They say that at the battle of 
Marston Moor, when the Puritans 
and Cavaliers were lined up against 
each other, and the battle was about 
to be joined, Oliver Cromwell came 
riding across the phin and at the 
sight of him the Puritans set up a 
great victorious shout, «as though 
their battle already had been won. 
Many a battle for righteousness in in- 
dividual hearts: and in social lite has 
been joined since Jesus came, and it 
has been as though the Son of Man 
came up over the horizon, and when 
the soldiers of the common good 
saw Him they set up a great tri- 
umphant shout, as though their bat- 
tle already had been won._ It. is 
amazing, the way He has meant pow- 
er. In the first century, Paul saying 
“I can do all things through Him that 
strengtheneth me.” And _ just two 
weeks ago, a Chinese coming to me 
to make his first confession of faith 
in Christ, that he might go-back and 
be superintendent of “Schools in one 
of the greatest cities of the republic, 
and saying this: “I want Christ, and 
I want Christ because | want power 
that I may live a serviceable life for 
my people before I fall on sleep.” 
Wherever He has gone He has meant 
inward prayer. 

Again Whittier gives expression to 


the power of the divine fellowship 
with the human:

‘Where in My name meet two or 
three’ 

Our Lord hath said, ‘I there will be,’ 

So sometimes comes: to Soul and 
sense

Cape Verde Islands: 


Once Land of Volcanoes, Now Busy Trading Posts 


HE Cape Verde Islands, fa- 
mous as one of the stopping 
places of Vasco da Gama 
during his epoch-making 
voyage to India, and more 

: recently in the spotlight as a 
landing place for transatlantic flyers, 
has developed its trade to a point 
where the state department has an- 
nounced the establishment of. a new 
consulate on the Island of Sao Vin- 
cent (St. Vincent),”’ says a bulletin 
from the Washington, D. C., head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
Society. 

“St. Vincent is one of the fourteen 
islands of the Cape Verde group 
which form a créscent about 300 
miles west of Dakar, the eastern-most 
city on the African continent. Porto 
Grande, capital of St. Vincent and 
ene of the few large port towns in 
the islands, is the probable location 
of the new office. Porto Grande is 
built in a well protected location with 
high mountains at its back and in 
front the massive heights of the Is- 
land of St. Timothy almost shutting 
in a wide, deep harbor from the sea. 


Largest Island Smaller Than 
Los Angeles. 
“The fourteen islands could be 
placed on the state of Rhode Island 
and only a few rugged edges would 


extend over the borders,’’ continues 
the bulletin. ‘‘Sao Thiago (St. Jago), 
the largest of the Cape Verdes, is 
Slightly smaller in area than the city 
of Los Angeles, while the smallest 
island is measured by square yards. 
“The governor general, appointed 
by the Portuguese government, re- 
sides at Porto Praia on St: Jago, a city 
of about 3,500 inhabitants, most of 
whom are negroes. Porto Praia rivals 
Porto Grande in commercial impor- 
tance. Unlike the St. Vincent capital, 


which is built from tidewater up the 
mountainside, Porto Praia occupies a 
tableland about 100 feet above the 
water’s edge, with three roads ap- 
proaching it from red painted docks. 
It was at St. Jago that Vasco da Gama 
stopped before sailing around the 
Cape of Good Hope. 


Fresh Water a Luxury. 

“AH the larger islands are _in- 
habited, the majority of the popula- 
tion being quartered in compactly 
built villages and towns built in small 
recesses in the steep mountainsides, 
overlooking the sea. But it is in the 
interior of the larger islands that one 
finds the real native life of the Cape 
Verdes. It is said that the ancestors 
of these people of the interior once 
lived along the seashore. But for a 
hundred years after Spain took con- 


trol of the islands, the Cape Verdes 
were plundered by pirates. During 
this period the inhabitants fled to the 
valleys from which they seldom 
emerged except to trade. Most of 
these valley people are black but one 
often notes Portuguese features. “They 
speak a poor quality Portuguese 
which is difficult for the European to 
understand. 

“Like Greenland, the name Cape 
Verde is deceptive. It was taken from 
Cape Verde, Africa, and in good Eng- 
lish means ‘Green Cape’ but there is 
little on the islands to suggest that 
the Cape Verdes deserve to be called 
‘Cape Green Islands.’ Here and there 
along the shore and in a few interior 
valleys are patches of fertile land, but 
rocks and sand claim the greater por- 
tion of the area. Fresh water has al- 
ways been a luxury, lack of which has 
caused serious famines in the past. 

“That the natives make the best of 
their barren islands is indicated by the 
fact that they produce indigo, coffee, 
castor beans, fruits, tobacco, poultry, 
potatoes and yams. Salt is also an 
important product. Many of the in- 
habitants who are not employed in 
agriculture or shipping, are good fish- 
ermen and adept in making rum, cur- 
ing fish and manufacturing straw hats 
and seats.

Those 
who did not return to the islands set- 
tled in southeastern Massachusetts in 
the vicinity of New Bedford.

His Letter to Clara 


Descriptions of the youth were 
broadcast over the couhtry while 
Christ Olson and his family prepared 
for the inquest and funeral. Arthur 
Olson, brother of the murdered girl, 
took charge of the household. When 
he made a vow of vengeance over his 
sister’s coffin his father said:
